Naturalists Court Danger 


Chasing Butterflies Is Hazardous 
Work and Expensive as Well 

“An infantile taste,” was Mr. Jus- 
fice Darling’s comment on_ butterfly 
collecting as a hobby. hat the cri- 
licism seems hardly justified is reveal- 
ed by the will of the late Mr. N. C. 
Rothschild, who, having sepnt a for- 
tune on acquiring specimens of the 
rarest butterfilles and insects, direct- 
ed that all his papers pertaining lo the 
localities in which the insects were 
found should be destroyed in the in- 
lerests of entomological science. 

In some respects butterfly hunting 
is one of the most hazardous occupa- 
lions. Numerous people, I suspect, 
visualize the butterfly hunter as an 
eccentric being who wears blue glasses 
and chases his quarry with a long: 
handled net. "They would be surpris- 
ed to learn that the butterfly hunter 
frequently takes his life in his hands, 
particularly when penetrating unex- 
plored forests, such as those of New 
Guinea, Brazil, and Western Central 
Africa, It was while collecting in 
New Guinea that one noted hunter, 
Magner, was killed by cannibals, while 
several others have started out nev- 
er to returh, 

I myself have spent months among 
savage tribes in New Guinea, and on 
many occasions I have narrowly miss- 
ed death. One of them was when, 
afler pursuing a new bulterfly through 
the Papuan jungle, I stumbled on a 
secrel conclave of tribesmen who were 
preparing to raid a neighboring vil- 
lage. 1 still earry the mark of a 
spear wound as a memento of the oe- 
casion, , 

For bringing downy the bigger but- 
terflies small-bore shotguns are now 
being used. For other species, most 
of which fly high, platforms are built 
in the tree tops, and the captures 
made from these with the aid of nets. 

The life is intensely jntéresting, and 
often exciting, but it demands of its 
devotees heavy -sacrifices. Al the 
moment there is a slump in collecting, 
bul. there are signs that a revival is 
coming. Most bulterfly hunters com- 
bine wilh their task moth collecting 
and orchid hunting, while some go in 
for gold seeking as a sideline,—TEx- 
change,

Moose Jaw.—The Saskatchewan 
Government is to be asked to press 
the Federal Government to immediate- 
ly complete the construction of the 
JIudson’s Bay Railway. In the event 
of the Federal Government failing -to 
take action the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment is asked to interest the Mani- 
toba and Alberta Governments to! as- 
certain if a united effort can be made 
to get the project moving towards 
completion “as a western undertak- 
ing,” it was decided by the Saskatche- 
wan Grain Growers’ Association in an- 
nual convention here. 

Resolutions prohibiting members of 
the Dominion Parliament or the pro- 
vincial legislature from being mem- 
bers of the central board of the asso- 
ciation or persons holding office in 
elevator companies or grain buying 
concerns also holding office in the as- 
sociation were voted down. The 


membership fee was raised from $1 to | 


$1.50 per year. 

The convention made provision for 
representations to the Federal Govern- 
ment for the construction of projected 
branch lines. The wheat pool ques- 
tion was disposed of by a resolution 
endorsing the project. 

Proposals to memoralize the Fed- 
eral Government direct on the Hud- 
son’s Bay Railway were rejected by 
the convention on the advice of Hon. 
George Langley, the mover of the reso- 
lution, “Jam afraid the Federal Gov- 
ernment look upon us as a _ trouble- 
some bunch,” said Mr. Langley, “but if 
the Provincial Government go down 
to Ottawa as our advocates and tell 
them they are mistaken we might be 
able to get something done and that 
is why it will be wise to approach the 
federal authorities through the Provin- 
cial Government.”

Our taxes are only high in 
proportion to our population. If our 
population doubled or trebled in the 
next few years we would not have to 
worry about taxes. Under present

Same Care fistesasiy in the Winter; 
As in the Summer 

Tha Hon. W. R. Motherwell, while} 
speaking at the dairy conference held | 
in Ottawa a few weeks ago, said that 
dairying was going to grow and de | 
velop, but that three things were re- 
tarding the progress financially of 
dairymen, namely, the Jow-producing | 
cow, engaging too exclusively in sum- 
mer dairying, and depending too much 
in the winter time on dry TOREDEES for 
dairy cattle, 

To those who like to look at big 
figures, large productions and exports 
running into the millions of dollars 
are impressive. An extension of the 
dairying industry, therefore, will be 
welcomed by people of this sort, but 
what {Is of more importance to 
individual dairy farmers—-and this is 
the point that the Hon. Mr. Mother- 
well emphasized—is thaf profits from 
dairying should be increased. 

There is no doubt that many farm- 
ers are depending on summer dalry- 
ing too much. Too many dairy 
farmers regard the sttmmer season 
as the season when they reap their 
harvest from their mileh cows and 
forget about the other six months of 
the year, when if they had their farms 
organized to carry on winter dairying 
they could be making as much, or very 
nearly as much, money as they make 
during the summer months, 

When a factory in the city has to 
run half-thne it is regarded as a cal- 
amity; on the farm, on the other hand, 
half-time production is too often re- 
garded as natural and inevitable. 

The factory owner strives to keep 
his factory running all the time, even 
if the profit on part of his produet is 
but meagre. He does this to cut 
down his overhead charges which keep 
mounting up whether his factory is 
running or not. Farmers should fig- 
ure the same way. On the farm 
taxes have to be paid, and deprecia- 
tion on livestock, buildings and ma- 
chinery go on whether the farm is 
run full’ time or only half-time, and 
even if winter dairying is not as pro- 
fitable as summer dairying, the money 
made during the winter months will 
help to pay off taxes and take care 
of other expenses. 

Some farmers, the Hon. Mr. Mother- 
well went on to say, not only run their 
dairy farms half-time, but make mat- 
ters worse by trying to keep. thelr 
cows as cheaply as possible during 
the rest of the year. This Js only 
too true in many cases. Timothy 
hay, or roots and straw, make but a 
poor feed for cows during the winter. 
When cows are half-starved during 
the winter months they cannot be ex- 
pected to give a heavy flow of millr 
during the summer months. 

Almost any cow. will milk fairly 
well during the spring just after she 
has freshened, and when tho grass is 
tender and luscious. The real test- 
ing time for a cow is in the late sum- 
mer and fall when she has been milk- 
ing for five or six months. ‘The cows 
that are real money-makers for their 
owners are those that maintain a good 
milk flow right up until the end of 
their lactation period. Cows can- 
not do this if they are underfed when 
they are dry. When.a cow is dry the 
effort should be to get her into con- 
dition for freshening. A cow should 
be dried up for six or cight weeks in 
order that she may recuperate from 
the heavy strain of producing milk, 
bul during this period she should be 
fed not a maintenance ration, but a 
ration that will put her into good 
shape to stand the heavy drain on her 
body when she freshens, 

No hard and fast rules of fecding 
can be laid down, because feeding 
methods will depend on the = condl- 
tion the cow is in when she goes dry, 
but generally speaking, it is a good 
plan to feed a dry cow the same as 
if she were producing ten pounds of 
milk daily. Succulent feed should 
form the basis of the ration given 
dairy cows, such as it should for the;

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Storing Potatoes Both Practical and. Chic 


Blackheart Prevented by Storing 
Tubers Under Proper Conditions. 
Dark brown. or black areas, in the 

centre of potatoes, commonly known 

as blackheart, can be prevented by 
storing the tubers under proper con- 
ditions, reports the potato specialist 
at the New York State Agricultural 

Experiment Station at. Geneva. 

Studies carried on at the station 

show that the trouble is due almost 

altogether to insufficient ventilation, 
although overheating is also known to 
produce similar effects. In the ex- 
periments all the symptoms of black- 
heart were produced by excluding air 
from the potatoes or by placing them 
in containers having poor ventilation. 

Wf the potatoes are to be stored at 
temperatures below 145 deg. F., they 
can be piled toa depth of 6 fect 
without danger of too closely confin- 
ing the tubers on the bottom of the 
pile and causing the development of 
blackheart, says the station specialist. 

Where the storage place will have a 

temperature of 50 deg. or more, how- 

ever, as is usually the case in most 
home cellars, it is deemed unsafe to 
pile the potatoes to a height of moro 
than three feet if they are to be kept 
longer than three or four weelts. Pota- 
toes stored out-of-doors in pits on the 

Experimental Station grounds also 

showed blackheart, due, bate 

to insufficient ventilation. Outdoo 

pits were found to be better Sale 
ed than might be supposed, however, 
and it is said to be unnecessary to 
ventilate small outdoor pits.  Pota- 
toes which are to be shipped long dis- 

tances during cold weather may also 0] 

suffer from blackheart if the car be- 

comes overheated in transit. 

Potatoes severely affected with 
blackheart are not only unfit for 
food, but are also unsuited for seed 
purposes, it is stated, so that a little 
care in storing the tubers is amply re- 
paid.

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Some Beekeeping Records 


By Professor Fairfield, Superintendent 
of the Dominion Experimental 
Farm. Lethbridge, Alberta 

The results obtained from bees at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Lethbridge, are quite satisfactory, 
each year’s work proving more conclu: 
sively that beokeeping in the irrigat- 
ed districts can be made a profitable 
industry. Hundreds of tons of nec- 
tar are being produced in the bloom 
of the extensive alfalfa fields already 
established, needing only tho assist- 
ance of the bee to be formed into val- 
uable honey. Surely here is a by- 
product of the farm now wasted that 
should be turned into a revenue pro- 
ducer. Several farmers on irrigated 
lands in Southern Alberta have be. 
come conyinced of this and are help- 
ing make the farm pay by keeping a 
few colonies of bees. Some fair-siz- 
ed commercial apiaries have also been 
startede 

Nine colonies were put into winter 
quarters at tho close of last season, 
seven of these were wintered outside 
in wintering cases and two in a dug: 
out cellar, The cases used for out- 
side wintering were boxes mado large 
enough to hold one, two or four hives 
with sufficient room between the hive 
hoxes and the bottom, sides and top 
of the cases to pack in four to six in- 
ches of planer shavings. A tunnel 
was made from the hive entrances to 
the outside of the packing cases so 
that the bees could get out at will. 

The colonies wintered in the cellar 
were placed on a swinging shelf to 
eliminate damage from mice. The 
covers of the hives were replaced with 
cloth and covered with five inches of 
chaff to prevent moisture gatberlng in 
the hive. 

Two of the seven colonies wintered 
outside were found dead in the spring 
while both colonies wintered in the 
cellar survived. The two colonies

Things Which Wake for Economy in 
Living.and Health 

Speaking before the convention of 
Saskatchewan 
at Saskatoon, Prot. Hughes, of Minne- 
sota, stressed the fact that “it is high. 
ly desirable that the farm should be, 
as far as possible, self-supporting. A 
good garden and plenty of fresh but- 
ter and eggs, plenty of home-cured 
meats, these are the things whieh 
make for economy in. living and for 
health, for family happiness and for 
a general feeling of content and pros- 
perity.’’ 

Tn advising the farmers to develop 
the home market the speaker de- 
clared that one ef the greatest imis- 
takes of the farmer the world over is 
io look for far distant-markets. “The 
truth of the matter is,” he said, “that 
the consumer nearest at hand is the 
farmer’s best and most dependable 
customer. [t is to your imincdiate 
business advantage to supply your 
neighboring townsmen, us far as may 
be possible, with their neeessities 
coming from your farms. It must al- 
ways be remembered that on both 
sides there must be a fair measure of 
service and it is for you, especially, 
{o remember that when you build up 
the industries ef tho small town 
through your patronage, through your 
encouragement, through your co-oper- 
ation you are. building up a near al 
home market for your products that 
will remain a business possession of 
yours just so long as you deal fairly 
wilh it.” 

Developing his slogan, “Put your 
acres to work,” the speaker pointed 
out that where only half the acreage 
of a farm is under crop one acre is 
called upon to. carry the overhead 
charges for two acres. With refer- 
ence to the problem of putting idle 
land to use in a comparatively new 
and undeveloped country, Mr. Hukhes 
recommended “the gradual fencing 


‘in of these idle lands and their use 


as pasture for livestock, to be follow- 
ed in good season and with as little 
delay as possible, with cropping to 
those grains and grasses that make 
for more intensive livestock farming.” 

“Your problem in production is two- 
fold,” said Mr. Hughes, urging the far- 
mers to produce what the world 
wants, “to produce those things tha 
world needs and those things that can 
be carried to the markets of the world 
wilhout undue expense.” THe instanc- 
ed butter, stating that this product 
could be placed on the eastern mar- 
kets at a transportation cost not ex- 
ceeding more than from 5 to 7 per 
cent. of its total value as compared 
with 100 per cent. on hay, 50 tq 80 per 
cent. on potatoes and the 20 or more 
per cent. incurred in the transporta- 
tion of grain, Uvestock, eggs or poul- 
try.
